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Half-million refugees 
flee South Vietnam 
areas seeking safety 


SAIGON (UPI) — More than half a 
million refugees fled five South Vietnam 
provinces today in a desperate search 
for safety in a shrinking Vietnam Two 
northern provinces near the border of 
North Vietnam appeared in danger, and 
there were reports in Manila that South 
Vietnam was seeking a cease-fire. 
South Vietnamese Deputy Premier 
Phan Quang Dan appealed to Philippines 
President Ferdinand E. Marcos today to 
help 
bring 
about 
a 
cease-fire 
in 
Vietnam, the Philippines government 
announced in Manila. Dan is on a visit to 
Manila 
President Nguyen Van Thieu met with 
Premier Tran Thien Khiem and Gen. 
Cao Van Vien, chief of the joint general 
staff, in a lengthy session today There 
were strong recurring rumors that South 
Vietnamese, Viet Cong and U.S. officials 
were 
involved 
in 
negotiations 
somewhere outside Vietnam 
Vietnamese political and military 
observers said there could be no other 
explanation for the sudden evacuation of 
five 
provinces 
without 
substantial 
government resistance. There were 
strong indications that a Communist 
guarantee of an unresisted passage for 
the refugees was still holding firm. 
The government already had told 
250,000 
residents 
of 
the 
Central 
Highlands Provinces of Kontum. Pleiku 


and Darlac to flee to the coast. More 
refugees were fleeing from Dalat, the 
capital 
of 
the 
Central 
Highlands 
Province of Tuyen Due, northeast of 
Saigon Today officials urged more than 
300,000 civilians to flee the former 
imperial capital of Hue, in Thua Thien 
Province 400 miles north of Saigon. 
Many of the thousands of refugees 
streaming down Highway 1 from Hue to 
Da Nang, 50 miles from the south, and 
the other thousands from the Central 
Highlands were without food, water and 
medicine and eyewitness reports said 
many of them had fallen by the wayside. 
Both Thua Thien and bordering Quang 
Tri Province on the border of North 
Vietnam, appeared threatened.

after 
Saigon 
and 
Da 
Nang 
Renowned 
for 
its 
universities, 
intellectuals and cultural strength, Hue 
was bitterly fought over when the 
Communists invaded it during the 1968 
Tet offensive. 
Thieu already had stripped Da Nang of 
a division of paratroopers and ordered 
them flown to Saigon to bolster the 
defenses of the capital Government 
sources said he had done so also in case 
dissident generals opposed to abandon­ 
ment of the Central Highlands took 
matters into their own hands.

Overcharge 
to hurt aid

Democratic leader Mike Mansfield said 
today the belated discovery of a $21.5 
million overcharge to Cambodia for 
ammunition probably would further hurt 
the chances of congressional approval 
for emergency military aid. 
"It raises too many questions and 
there are no answers forthcoming," 
Mansfield said referring to the recent 
disclosure of the overcharge. "It doesn’t 
stand up 
in 
the minds of many 
members.” 
President Ford has asked for $222 
million in emergency military aid for 
Cambodia. 
The 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations Committee has recommended 
$82.5 million in military aid as part of a 
package of $155.5 million including food 
and medical assistance. 
Mansfield said that both the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee and the 
Senate 
Armed 
Services Committee 
would be investigating the overcharge 
error which was disclosed Monday. The 
administration plans a reimbursement 
with more ammunition.

Citizens committee to study 
public mayor election idea

A new citizens committee will take a 
90-day look at direct election of the 
mayor of Lompoc before the City 
Council decides whether or not to put the 
idea to a vote of the people. 
This was the council’s unanimous 
action at a regular meeting last night 
after former Mayor E.C. Stevens said 
his view of Santa Maria’s experience 
with public mayoral elections has left 
him with a "continued conviction’’ that 
it would work here. 
"Most are in agreement that it’s a 
pretty good thing to do,” Stevens said of 
talks with Santa Maria officials. 
Mayors of Lompoc are now selected 
for one-year terms by majority votes of 
the five-member City Council. Only 
council members have been eligible for 
the job under this system. State law now 
allows general law cities like Lompoc 
and Santa Maria to let their voters 
decide whether they want to elect their 
mayors directly or not. In either case, 
state law also orders that mayors of 
general law cities have no more actual 
power than other city council members. 
Stevens 
confided 
that 
as 
mayor 


choosing time has approached each year 
councilmembers have “spent a great 
deal of time working really hard trying 
to be elected mayor while trying to 
make it appear that we weren’t.” Direct 
election, he said, would give the public 
another level of participation m city 
government. The councilman predicted 
that the public would overwhelmingly 
pass a ballot measure on direct mayoral 
elections here. 
In a report. City Attorney Alan 
Davidson cautioned that direct election 
would tend to give both the successful 
candidate and the people the false notion 
that the popular mayor would have the 
power to lead council policy. The 
attorney added that a directly-elected 
mayor might seek a closer relation with 
the city staff and spend more time on 
city problems to meet what he or she 
considered 
a 
"mandate 
from 
the 
people.” 
Stevens countered that the present 
mayor 
already 
cultivates 
a 
close 
relationship with staff and averages 
more city-related work than other panel 
members 
in order to be able to 
competently chair council meetings 
State law says the people may choose 


between two or four-year terms for 
elected mayors. Davidson said in his 
report 
the 
shorter 
terms enhance 
responsiveness 
to 
the 
public 
but 
Councilwoman Charlotte Benton said of 
Lompoc mayor terms: "In practicality, 
it usually works out for two years 
anyway." 
Ms. Benton and Stevens stood alone in 
favor of letting the public decide for or 
against mayoral elections, with Mayor 
Art Scott a possible swing vote and the 
remaining council members opposing 
the move 
“I really don’t see any benefit in 
electing the mayor by the people,’’ Scott 
said “You could actually have more 
votes than anyone running for council 
and still lose a seat on the council.” 
Scott said he agreed that the people 
would probably strongly pass a measure 
favoring direct mayor elections. But he 
said he doubted the proposal is practical 
and felt the public might not really 
realize what it would be voting on 
“I’m for the mayor being elected if 
there’s a practical way it could be 
done,’’ Scott said Right now, he doesn’t 
think there is, he added

Paratroopers attack insurgents 


PHNOM PENH (UPI) — Government 
paratroopers and T28 bomber planes 
today attacked Communist-led insur­ 
gents operating across the Mekong 
River from Phnom Penh in a new threat 
to the capital. In Phnom Penh, there 
was new opposition to President Lon Nol 
from students and young politicians and 
generals. 
Military 
sources 
reported 
heavy 
fighting with hand-to-hand combat at two 
locations near Battambang in the north­ 
western sector of Cambodia, and rebel 
shells destroyed part of the garrison’s 
ammunition stocks at the besieged 
Mekong river enclave of Neak Luong 
The enclave is the last government 
outpost on the Mekong below Phnom 
Penh. 


Sources close to the government 
leadership 
disclosed 
that 
a 
group 
including young political leaders and 
generals had asked Lon Nol to step 
down, but the aging field marshal 
refused after first indicating he might 
consider a face-saving arrangement to 
retire. 


About 400 university students in the 
capital met today to debate whether 
they should take a stand in favor or 
against further American military aid, 
but were unable to reach a decision and 
planned another meeting for Friday. 


Senior 
government 
sources 
said 
American Maj. Gen. John R.D Cleland 
has been in Phnom Penh for the past 10 
days to help Cambodian commanders. 


Oeland served in the capital until 
early last year as head of the American 
military aid mission and took an active 
role in mapping government operations. 
About 200 government paratroopers 
started clearing operations this morning 
against an estimated 100 insurgents who 
attacked three government outposts 
during the night, wounding 15 persons 
The paratroopers advanced behind air 
strikes by the propeller-driven T28’s, 
with six of the government soldiers 
reported wounded by midafternoon. The 
area infiltrated by the insurgents was 
within heavy mortar range of parts of 
the capital 
Few details were available on the 
fighting at two locations about 10 miles 
north and south of Battambang

The sub, with some 80 men aboard, 
carried nuclear warheads, codes and 
target plans, according to CIA sources.

recover the vessel. 
The White House, the Pentagon and 
the Soviet Foreign Ministry in Moscow 
also refused comment today —the latter

Press 
Secretary 
Ron 
Nessen would not say whether he had 
discussed the matter with President 
Ford. 
The story, which broke Tuesday night, 
also included burial at sea with full 
Soviet-style naval honors of the bodies of 
Russians who perished in the explosion 
and sinking

operation —which the CIA sources said 
involved the technological talents of 
Hughes’ organization —would be includ­ 
ed in a probe of the agency by his select 
committee on intelligence.

exploded and sank in almost three miles 
of 
water 
between 
Hawaii 
and 
Vladivostok, home of the Soviet Pacific 
Fleet 
The CIA picked up the scent when a 
fleet of Soviet salvage vessels tried to 
raise the hulk and its precious coding 
machines, 
target 
plans, 
nuclear 
warheads and the technology of the 
vessel itself The Russians failed and 
sailed away. 
Secretly, 
the 
CIA 
designed 
a 
multimillion dollar unique salvage craft 
of its own It contracted with Summa 
Corp., wholly owned subsidiary of the 
Hughes empire, to build and operate it 
under the cover of a deep sea mining 
research craft —a currrent field of 
intensive legitimate research. 
Last summer, the Glomar Explorer, 
as the CIA vessel was named, found the 
submarine resting on the ocean floor "in 
fairly 
good 
shape.’’ 
Cables 
were 
attached with the help of underwater 
television and sonar and. according to 
other reports, a submersible barge. 
The long haul from the depths began. 
More than a mile from the surface, the 
hulk broke its back Two-thirds of the 
submarine, 
containing 
the 
nuclear 
weapons, ship’s control, captain’s cabin, 
codes, 
target 
and 
other 
strategic 
information fell back to the bottom. 
The forward third portion was brought 
up, including the bodies of many of the 
crew 
"There was a formal burial at sea 
according to the Russian naval manual, 
with full respect,’’ a source said. 
The sources said the CIA had planned 
to send the Glomar Explorer back to

weather this summer in an attempt to 
get the rest of the wreck

Citizens' panel reports 
on city communication 


Lompoc’s City Council has a 
“ genuine desire’* to improve 
communications 
with 
the 
public but could do more to 
make city government more 
accessible to people, an eight- 
member citizens committee 
reported to the council last 
night. 
In a 51 page study that took 
11 months to compile, the ad 
hoc panel also concluded that 
an internal city communication 
problem 
exists 
between 
supervisory and rank and file 
city workers. This internal 
problem, the panel reported, 
could also adversely affect 
city-public communications 
The council heard the panel’s 
presentation 
and 
then 
postponed 
action 
on 
the 
committee's recommendations 
until 
the 
April 
1 
council 
session 
At 
that 
time, 
suggested 
Councilman 
EC . 
Stevens, a citizens committee 
will 
be 
set 
up 
for 
implementation 
of 
communication improvements. 
The committee was headed 
up by Al Walker of 1304 East 
Chestnut 
Ave., 
a 
communications student and 
frequent 
behind-the-scenes 
organizer of local political 
campaigns. 
Other members 
included representatives from 
local news media and of the 
public. Not a standing city 
committee, the panel’s sole 
function was to draw up the 
report. 
Aside from interviews with 
city personnel, private citizens, 
news media personnel and 
others, the main basis of the 
research 
was 
two 


questionnaires. 
One 
was 
distributed to the public via the 
August. 1974 utility bills of 
9.000 of these questionnaires, 
658 
were 
completed 
and 
returned 
An 
internal 
communications questionnaire 
was distributed to the city’s 212 
employes plus its elected and 
appointed panel members with 
109 responses. 
The 
conclusions 
and 
recommendations of the study 
are these : 
- Apathy is the largest city- 
public communication problem 
in Lompoc but the city shares 
responsibility for this The city 
now takes a passive stance to 
openness to the public and 
should adopt an active attitude 
toward public participation. 
The interest of city officials in 
public 
communication 
was 
underlined 
by 
their 
participation in the research 
they 
themselves 
launched 
Only 
two 
of 
five 
council 
members 
completed 
a 
questionnaire and only nine of 
29 
appointed 
city 
officials 
chose to participate. 


— The city utility mailer 
should 
be 
used 
more 
frequently 
to 
poll 
public 
opinion on major city issues 
before the council decides A 
total of 94 per cent of the public 
respondents 
answered 
that 
they desire to be polled on 
important questions before a 
council decision is made The 
last 
such public 
poll 
was 
distributed in May, 1972. when 
17.4 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
questionnaires mailed 
were 
returned. This percentage was 


ranked as exceptionally high by 
social science experts at Cal 
Poly, who served as non-paid 
committee consultants on the 
project. 
The 
high 
return 
indicates high citizen demand 
for public polls, they said 
— 
City 
Council 
agendas 
should be made more available 
to the public. They should also 
be written in language the 
layman can understand and 
provide an explanation of what 
is going on at council meetings, 
what action is being proposed 
and what the background on the 
issue is. Presently, a citizen 
would have to have attended 
that last several months of 
council meetings to be able to 
make 
sense 
out 
of 
the 
abbreviated agendas that are 
distributed to the public. This 
tends to discourage people 
from participating in local 
government, 
as 
does 
restriction in the number of 
locales where one can pick up 
agendas. Agendas and detailed 
background material should be 
made available for perusal at 
the public library and other 
locations. 
— The council should avoid 
stacking public hearings on 
volatile, high public interest 
topics on the same evening. 
When this is done, council 
sessions go on and on and 
citizens are asked to wait for 
hours before being allowed to 
speak 
before 
their 
representatives. 
Stacking 
important public hearings has 
been a frequent practice of the 
council. A recent memorable 
example was the night when 
there were lengthy hearings

Doctors and druggists report 
heavy opposition today to a 
government plan to cut Medi­ 
care and Medicaid drug costs 
Taxpayers could save at least 
$49 million a year if drugs were 
purchased for the aged and 
E 
r regardless of brand name, 
ilth, Education and Welfare 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger 
told Congress. 
The "maximum allowable 
costs" plan would limit the 
federal share of costs for the 
two public programs to the 
lowest cost at which a drug is 
generally available to phar­ 
macists. 
Most of about 2,300 responses 
to the proposal have come from 
individual physicians and phar­ 
macists and most of them are 
opposed to at least parts of the 
plan, Weinberger told a Senate 
subcommittee on monopoly at 
the opening of hearings on 
federal spending for drugs. 
Some doctors said the re­ 
quirements “would interfere m 
the practice of medicine and 
would create a second and 
lower class of medicine for 
beneficiaries of public pro­ 
grams," Weinberger said in 
prepared testimony. 
Other writers worried about 
the possibility that they could 
be held legally liable for an 
adverse result of treatment 
from a lower cost drug, he said 
Pharmacists complained of 
financial losses under the plan 
"Surprisingly

consumers, who would stand to

Committee on Aging nonethe­ 
less continued hearings today 
in an effort to assure the future 
of the fund. 
Both Republican and Demo­ 
cratic senators expressed faith 
in the Social Security system 
Tuesday at the start of the 
three-day hearing. But they 
agreed that changes must be 
made. 
Chairman Frank Church, D- 
Idaho, set the tone of the 
senators’ complaints by refer­ 
ring to “scare stories" in 
newspapers about the Social 
Security system 
"I don’t think there can be 
any doubt about the fact that a 
re-examination of the immedi­ 
ate and long-range future of 
Social Security is in order," 
Church said. “ But from my 
own analysis of the situation, 
we do have the time to make 
those adjustments.’’

Soviets test 
new 1C BAA 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Soviet Union has test fired one 
of its new ICBMs over a 9,200 
mile range —one of the longest 
firings ever recorded —from 
central Russia into the mid- 
Pacific. 
The Pentagon said Tuesday 
the missile was “probably” an 
SS18, the largest of four new 
Soviet missiles. 
The Soviets began installing 
the SS18 in buried silos in 
January. 
But 
Pentagon 
officials have said there are 
indications they carry only a 
single warhead rather than the 
eight 
independently 
aimed 
warheads they have also been 
tested with. 
Some officials speculated in 
January that Moscow scientists 
had not been able to iron out the 
bugs in their first multiheaded 
missile, and they predicted 
there would be more tests. 
It 
was 
somewhat 
of

surprise that the first missile 
since then was reported to 
carry only a single warhead. 
The Pentagon, however, only 
announces Soviet tests that go 
into the Pacific; it does not 
announce reduced range tests 
that start and finish within the 
Soviet Union.

Housing industry expected 
to remain in doldrums

The Ford administration had 
hoped a surge in the depressed 
housing industry would begin to 
lead the nation out of the 
recession this spring. 
But a government report 
Tuesday 
on 
new 
building 
permits and housing starts 
indicates the housing construc­ 
tion industry will remain in the 
doldrums through summer. 
The continued slide in build­ 
ing permits, said Robert Enzel, 
economist for the National 
Association of Home Builders, 
means construction activity 
would not begin to pick up until 
fall 


Before extensive new con­ 
struction can get under way, he 
said, 402,000 houses and more 
than 
200,000 
condominiums 
built in 1974 will have to be 
sold It could take eight to nine 
months to sell the unsold homes 
on the market, he said. 
The Commerce Department 
said new homes and apart­ 
ments were started at an 
annual rate of 977,000 units last 
month, down 50 per cent from a 
year ago and 2 per cent from 
January 
Building permits were issued 
at an annual rate of 673,000, 
down 9,000 from January and 
the lowest since records were 


begun in 1946 
Enzel 
said 
a 
February 
decline in building starts was 
expected 
but 
the 
housing 
industry had hoped building 
permits would have increased. 
“The continued deterioration 
of permits is pretty bad,' 
Enzel said. “It means there 
will be very little activity going 
on in the future." 
Enzel said that unless the 
g o v e rn m e n t 
p ro v id e s 
subsidized mortgage rates to 
stimulate 
200,000

units this year, only about 1 
million units will be begun in 
1975, the lowest since World 
War II.

They said that once the 
Pentagon has spent $275 million 
in Cambodia this fiscal year, it 
must close up shop to keep 
within “the spirit of the law."

disagree. They say the law 
forbids them from committing 
new money to Cambodia. But

committing new money; they 


are simply making deliveries 
from money that was already 
committed to ammunition for 
Cambodia last year. 
Committee staffers said they 
do not intend to argue the issue 
with the Pentagon The com­ 
mittee has voted to approve 
$82.5 million in extra aid for 
Cambodia. They say they will 
write the bill to require that the 
extra money discovered by the 
administration be taken out of 
that $82.5 million and not be 
spent on top of it. 
But if the full Senate or the 
House refuses to go along with 
the Senate committee, 
the 
argument will again become 
whether

Pentagon can 
transfer money from last year. 
Ship gave no hint of mission 


HONOLULU (UPI) - The 
Howard 
Hughes 
research 
vessel which recovered part of 
a sunken Soviet submarine in 
the Pacific slipped in and out of 
port without a hint of its secret 
mission. 
In fact, it was reported 
publicly that Glomar Explorer 
was merely conducting under­ 
water mineral research. 
But 
Is la n d e rs 
w ere 
suspicious of the crew. 
“They looked and acted like 
Central 
Intelligence Agency 
agents,” a resident of Lahaina 
on the island of Maiui said. 
“They were the most tight- 
lipped 
people 
you’ve 
ever 
seen." 
Glomar Explorer was here 
on-and-off for several months 
last year. And, according to 
observers, there was a com­ 
plete crew change at least once 


with 
the exception of the 
vessel’s officer. 
The first crew was brought 
ashore in a group. It was 
marched 
to 
a 
bus 
which 
delivered 
the 
men 
to the 
Wailuku airport. They were 
then flown to Honolulu where 
they boarded a jet for the 
mainland. None would talk 
with residents or reporters. 
The replacement crew was 
brought here under the same 
shroud of secrecy. 
One officer visited Charles 
Sutherland, a Lahaina resident 
noted for his skilled carvings on 
the teeth of sperm whales. A 
source said the officer “left a 
color photograph of the ship 
with Sutherland and returned a 
month later to pick it up." 
Sutherland reportedly carved 
the ship onto a whale tooth and 


was told by the officer in a note 
"when Mr. Hughes sees this 
I’m sure I will no longer own 
it." 
Maui police watched the ship 
from shore but were never able 
to learn of its mission. 
One source 
said Glomar 
Explorer was equipped with a 
secret sonar beacon system 
which was dropped to the ocean 
floor while hydrophones picked 
up its signals below the ship's 
hull. Shipboard computers then 
would automatically hold the 
vessel on an exact location for 
months if neccessary.

The program came into being when 
Margaret Liles of Orangeburg, S.C. was 
shocked into action after hearing an FBI 
speaker warn of the threat of child 
molesters. He told of the terrible harm 
suffered by innocent children, lured and 
sexually assaulted. “The general public,” 
he 
said, 
“ is 
not 
aware 
of 
how 
widespread this type of crime is because 
most parents are hesitant to report 
incidents for fear of embarrassment.” 
“Only one per cent are actually 
reported,” he declared, “and these of 
the most brutal nature. The child 
molester is then free to strike again and 
again.” 
He estimated that each year 500,000 
girls between the ages of 4-13 are 
subjected to some kind of sex offense. It 
is fair to assume, he added, that an 


equal number of young boys are also 
victims. 


“Patch,” a brown and white pony 
cartoon character, was designed to 
teach children what to do should a 
stranger attempt to lure them with the 
offer of a ride, candy, money, or 
anything else. 


Wearing a policeman’s star on his 
chest and a patch over one eye, the pony 
is hero of a unique safety education 
program being used on a nationwide 
basis to teach children the dangers. 


Parents, it is stressed, must also play 
an important part in preventing possible

crimes. They are 
warned of the dangers in permitting

Finance Director Roy Bell has 
warned. 
As the top fiscal adviser to 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
Bell says “ the shape of the 
recession is much steeper in 
decline" than when the Depart­ 
ment of Finance made revenue 
projections late last year for 
the governor’s budget 
"If we were redoing out 
(revenue) estimates today, we 
would probably lower (predic­ 
tions of) Gross National Pro­ 
duct, lower profits, and lower 
personal income," Bell told the

a free society," the governor 
said “ As you erode that, you 
really get into more than you 
think " 
The 36-year-old chief execu­ 
tive 
discussed 
no-fault 
in 
philosophic terms with mem­ 
bers of the Board of Governors 
of the State Bar on Tuesday, 
but it was his first substantive 
public statement on the issue 
since he took office 
The bar. Brown was told by 
board president Brent Abel of 
San Francisco, supports the 
"concept" 
of 
no-fault 
car 
insurance. Although the issue 
has created controversies in 
past years, only one no-fault 
bill currently is pending before 
the legislature 
Under pure no-fault, a moto­ 
rist’s own insurance company 
pays for his damages regard­ 
less of who is to blame for 
causing the accident.

Primal rites of 
American spring

NEW YORK — (NEA) - You take a little horsehide, and a 
swatch of ash timber, add some double knit and a dash of sweat. 
Then proceed with soupçons of chalk and dust and grass and spit. 
Stir nicely until it boils with partisan spirit, and serve. 
That’s baseball, a spring and .summer recipe for America. It 
remains the same each vernal equinox It has always appeared w 
easy, so simple, so good, like Mom’s Apple Pie. (Apple Strudel in 
my case ) 
But an unpublished paper by an English professor at the 
University of Rochester — a baseball nut in sheepskin, so to speak 
tells us that ba.seball is an immensely intricate, integral,, 
symbolic, profound and metaphoric aspect of our lives. 
Simple in its beauty, maybe, but that’s it 
Professor George Grella tells us that 
baseball “ should be 
compared not only with other sports but with our other indigenous 
arts 
our painting, our music, our dance, our literature ... 
Someone who doesn’t understand the game cannot hope to 
understand the country ” 
This particular 01’ Perfessor (no relation to Casey Stengel, we 
presume > informs us that baseball is a throwback to the ancient 
Egyptian fertility rites, when those old Semites kicked a ball 
around in springtime “ Whatever it represented,” said Prof. 
Grella, “ the ball clearly was related to some symbol of a life- 
giving power, and the game was a ceremonial celebration of 
spring, life and fertility ” 
A number of ball players, in their own innocent way, have 
experimented happily with that latter item. 
“ In addition to its relationships with the historic rites of 
antiquity,’’ says Grella. “ baseball’s development continually 
demonstrates other connections with the magic realms of myth... 
“ Quite properly for a sport that partakes of the divine and the 
transcendent, its origins are shrouded in mystery, obscured by the ‘ 
dark, 
backward abysm of time, hidden in claims and 
counterclaims, theories, dreams and fantasies. One of the most 
persistent of its many falsehoods is the Abner Doubleday legend.” 
Baseball is the link, of course, to the past, says Prof. Grella. We 
are today reminded of our wild and woodsy ancestors by the 
quaint archaic field and the archaists afield. 
“ There is an appealing naivete about the odd uniform, with its 
high stockings and knickers, ” he writes, “ and the collarless 
shirts, the boys’ caps, all of it not very far removed from the 
uniforms of the Currier and Ives illustrations, a vestigal survival 
(of our rapidly disappearing past).” And the special field 
“ ...recalls a lost America of endless pastures and widening 
vistas” 
I like one of his philosophical viewpoints particularly: “ The 
winning team in baseball, because of the shape of its field, cannot 
acquire territory, operating instead in a realm beyond mere 
spatial measurement 
Baseball submits to the fewest lines of 
any sport, and is the game of the libertarian, of the free and the 
brave” 
In this way, it reflects the spaciousness of life in this country 
before it became so citified at the turn of the 20th century. 
Because of the clocklessness of baseball, a game could be 
played into infinity (just as, spatially, if there were no bleachers 
in the outfield the field would extend infinitely). Again, there is 
this feeling of freedom, of expansion, that marks the “ Frontier 
Spirit” of our past 
Its clocklessness makes the game humane in that we have more 
time to reflect here, to take a luxurious seventh-inning stretch, 
for example, than in our other sports. 
“ Those observers who constantly complain about the static 
nature of the game are either sado-masochistic types who feed on 
a steady diet of violence and action or simply enjoy mindless 
repetition,” said Professor Grella. 
“ Like any rite, baseball is necessarily repetitive; yet constantly 
changing ... Like any work of art. the game is both static and 
dynamic, temporal and timeless, a thing constantly moving and in 
repose”

The voluntary regional smog 
control district will be formed 
only if supervisors in Los 
Angeles, Santa Barbara, Ven­ 
tura, Orange, Riverside and 
San Bernardino counties ap­ 
prove the merger by July 1st. 


Supervisors Pete Schabarum 
and James Hayes, who served 
on a 12-member task force that 
drafted the proposal, warned 
that the plan must be accepted 
to avoid legislation that would 
give Los Angeles County a 
rmhority voice. 


But board Chairman Kenneth 
Hahn and Baxter Ward com­ 
plained that the 50 per cent 
control given populous Los 
Angeles 
County 
in 
the 
voluntary proposal might not 
be enough. 


After a lengthy discussion the 
board voted 3-2 to postpone a 
final vote for two weeks. 


Ward suggested at one point 
■that other counties might want 
to 
weaken 
the 
county’s 
capacity 
to 
control 
smog 
sources. But Schabarum said 
supervisors in other counties 
blame Los Angeles for smog 
drifting into their areas, and 
they want stiffer controls. 


The voluntary proposal would 
create a 7-member governing 
board with two supervisors 
from Los Angeles County and 
one supervisor from each of the 
other five counties. The two 
Los Angeles supervisors would 
get 
three 
votes 
apiece, 
compared to two votes for the 
Orange County supervisor and 
one for each of the others. That 
would give Los Angeles County 
six of the board’s 12 votes. 


“ Under our plan, we have a 
50 per cent vote,” 
Hayes 
explained. “ Fifty-one per cent 
would 
have 
imposed 
domination in all areas. Fifty 
per cent means other counties 
can’t impose anything on us we 
don’t want.”

MARTY FELDMAN: Late- 
bloomer 


It’s an ensemble hit but one 
reason for its success is the 
work of Marty Feldman as 
Igor, the Baron’s hunchbacked 
assistant. 
Feldman’s face is his fortune. 
And he says it’s more than that 
— “It's a map of my past.” 
He explains that his bulging 
eyes are the result of a sailboat 
a c c i d e n t t h at left him 
hyperthyroid. The broken nose 
comes from his having been a 
terrible boxer. And the scar on 
his forehead comes from his 
having been a rotten cricket 
player. Put them all together 
they spell Feldman. 
Feldman is one of those late- 
bloomers. He started out to be a 
musician (trumpet and drums) 
but he wasn’t very good at that, 
either. Then he was an artist; 
same result. He finally found 
his niche as a writer and he 
wrote and ultimately produced 
David Frost’s English show., 
When he was 32, he started 
performing. He says he has 
only one regret about starting 
out so late. 
“I didn’t learn how to fall as a 
child,” he says. ‘‘My idol, 
Buster Keaton, learned to fall 
when he was four. My comedy 
is mostly visual, so I fall a lot 
and, until I learned how, it was 
disaster — I’ve broken several 
bones and been laid up for many 
months at various times.” 
Next for Feldman is another 
part with Gene Wilder, who was 
in “ Young Frankenstein.” 
They’ll both appear in “The 
Adventures of Sherlock 
Holmes' Smarter Brother.” 


One of this season’s TV 
smashes was NBC’s special, 
“The Law,” which has spawned 
a three-part mini-series which 
the network will air March 19 
and 26 and April 2. (Editors: 
Note dates). If this goes, too, 
there will be a full series next 
fall. 
The star of the show is Judd 
Hirsch, a New York actor who 
faces the Hollywood future 
bravely. He took the part 
originally because acting jobs 
were scarce in New York and 
still considers himself primari­ 
ly a New Yorker.

into the private lives of public 
figures. 
The 
widow 
of President 
Lyndon Johnson also believes 
some years must pass before 
her husband’s presidency can 
be 
assessed 
properly, 
and 
“there will be more interest in 
a book about him later.” 
UPI interviewed the former 
First Lady at the LBJ Ranch 
during the weekend. She was 
relaxed She eagerly pointed 
out the new plantings around 
the ranch house She looked 
trim in a camel-colored pants 
suit with a matching turtleneck 
sweater 
and 
black 
leather 
boots. 
Mrs. Johnson’s name has 
been linked with some promi­ 
nent Austin widowers who are 
her escorts occasionally at 
social events. Asked if she 
would marry again, she shook 
her head and said “uh-uh.” 
How do you spell that? “Spell it 
‘n-o,’" she replied with a smile. 
Mrs. Johnson said, “Water­ 
gate has left its mark. It’s 
getting harder and harder to 
have a personal life.” 
Lyndon Johnson encouraged 
young 
persons 
to go 
into 
politics. Asked if she would 
recommend that today, Mrs. 
Johnson said, “I would pause 
more in asking them to run. I 
would waiver now. It’s getting 
harder and harder. You’re 
under closer scrutiny.” 
"A measure of privacy is 
desired by everybody. Inquisi­ 
tiveness into personal lives has 
accelerated a great deal —the 
feeling that they’re up to 
something wicked ” 
Mrs. Johnson lives a full and 
busy life. She tries to get to the 
ranch on weekends despite 
heavy demands for her time. 
She serves on the National 


Part Services Advisory Coun­ 
cil. She is a member of the 
board of National Geographic, 
and she puts in many hours as a 
member of the board of regents 
of the University of Texas. 
She has been working on fund 
raising projects for the LBJ 
Memorial Grove along Wa­ 
shington’s Potomac River. 
She has a penthouse apart­ 
ment at Radio Station KLBJ in 
Austin. She also has an office 
suite at the LBJ Library in the 
Texas Capitol. 
She spoke warmly of First 
Lady Betty Ford : “1 do hope 
she’s doing well ... She is a 
thoroughly warm, down to 
earth person. She could make 
such a contribution.” 
She said she had written to 
her successor, Pat Nixon, when 
President Nixon resigned, and 
that she sent the Nixons a 
Christmas card. “I hope they 
are achieving peace now,” she 
said. 
Mrs. Johnson’s face lit up 
when her grandson, 7, ran into 


the living room. “This is Lyn 
Nugent," she said grandly 


Lyn’s mother, Lucy Nugent, 
was at Seton Hospital with her 
daughter, Nicole, 9, who under­ 
went surgery Friday for remo­ 
val of a birth mark on her leg. 


Mrs. Johsnon said her mail is 
still very heavy and she gets 
many invitations to speak hut,

She likes to travel and has 
decided she should spend a 
month in one foreign country 
rather than six weeks in six 
countries as she dkl last 
summer.

H.R. 76 — a baddie 


There is currently on the 
scene in Washington a piece of 
legislation called H R. 76, or 
the 
National 
Employment 
Priorities Act of 1975. On its 
face it bears more than casual 
acknowledgment — it needs 
stopping. 
What it seems the bill would 
do, if passed, would be to 
allow a proposed Employment 
Relocation Administration to 
involve itself in the comings 
and goings of companies on 
the 
move 
throughout 
the 
United States. 
Specifically, H R. 76 would 
establish 
the 
Relocation 
Administration 
within 
the 
Department 
of 
Labor, 
to 
oversee 
proper 
industry 
compliance with the details of 
the bill. The legislation would 
require that any company 
contemplating a relocation of 
all 
or 
any 
part 
of 
its 
production 
issue a written 
warning of intention to both 
the government and to the 
employes at least two years in 
advance of the move. 
An investigation of the need 
for the move could then be 
called by either a labor union, 
by 
ten 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
employes, or by the Labor 
Department itself. Subpoenas 
could be issued and witnesses 
jailed 
for 
non-compliance 
with the subpoenas. 
At the conclusion of the 
investigation, the company, if 
found 
“ guilty” 
of 
some 
infraction, 
could 
lose 
its 
investm ent 
tax 
credit, 
d e d u c t i o n 
of 
m o v i n g 
expenses, and various other 
tax incentives available to 
corporations and businesses in 
general. 
In addition, 
the 
displaced employes would get 
assistance up to 85 per cent of 
their average weekly wage, 
reduced 
by half of 
other 
income so that if the employe 
gets another job, he could be 
making more than before, 
with a great deal of the 
difference at public expense. 
Communities experiencing a 
plant relocation would also be 
eligible for reimbursement of 
85 per cent of lost revenues. 
The bill has been proposed 
by a Congressman elected 
from a district in Michigan 


which 
has 
experienced 
several plant closings within 
the 
recent 
past. 
Not 
mentioned in the introductory 
speech for the bill was the 
number of plants which have 
moved into the area. 
The bill paints a pretty 
scary picture, to say the least. 
To imagine a business system 
in 
w h ic h 
the 
Labor 
Department has the say as to 
whether the relocation of a 
plant is good or bad, right or 
wrong is ridiculous. What is 
even more ridiculous is that 
any company found to not 
have justifiable reasons for 
moving from one city, county 
or state to another can be 
refused tax credits and other 
business 
incentives 
which 
would continue to accrue to 
their competition. 
We wonder if the backers of 
the bill realize that just as a 
plant closes in one location, 
and jobs are lost as a result, 
so are jobs gained when that 
plant 
reopens 
in 
a 
new 
location. 
The rather short-sighted and 
self-serving 
nature 
of 
the 
legislation leads us to believe 
that it can have chance among 
Congressmen who certainly 
can see the inequities and 
limitations of the bill. On the 
other hand, the Occupational 
Safety 
and Health 
Act 
(OSHA) is here today because 
the best intentions of our 
elected 
representatives 
somehow got sidetracked, and 
what began as an effort to 
improve the safety standards 
under 
which 
people 
work 
turned into one of the biggest 
hassles 
for business 
and 
industry 
in many, 
many 
years. 
We cannot argue with the 
desire on the part of Big 
Labor and 
its backers to 
protect the displaced worker 
against undue hardship when 
he loses his job as a result of a 
company relocating. Several 
laws already on the books are 
aimed 
directly 
at 
that 
problem. What we do argue 
with is that group’s apparent 
belief that they should in any 
way 
be 
involved 
in 
the 
relocation of plants around 
this nation.

remember, ruled not long ago that a 
parajudicial hearing of some sort had to 
be held before a student in a public high 
school could be suspended, if that 
suspension 
was 
for 
more 
than a 
specified period of time. There is a 
lawsuit 
sitting 
somewhere 
in 
the 
judicial waiting rooms brought by a 
student in California against the school 
he attended, charging that he was not 
taught how to read well enough. 
That, one assumes, 
would be a civil suit, 
since it is not yet a 
criminal 
offense to 
mis-teach a student, 
though that may not 
be far away, and may 
not be all that bad an 
idea, and would cer- 
v 
tainly take care of the 
glut of schoolteachers 
everybody 
is 
com­ 
plaining about. 
The emerging judicial notion is that 
children have rights, as of course indeed 
they do and should, though at least for 
the time it is very important for a child 
with a fistfull of rights not to let a nurse 
or a doctor underestimate his age by a 
few minutes, or the child, renamed a 
fetus, can be killed with legal impunity 
in an abortion execution chamber. 


Anyway, the kids are suing all over 
the place, and it is by no means any 
longer safe for, say, a superintendent of 
a school to set a permissible limit to the 
length of a boy’s hair. That becomes an 
invasion of the boy’s privacy, under the 
new code; 
and I am, in a way, 
sympathetic with the notion, while 
sympathetic, at the same tune, with the 
notion that the people who run schools 
ought to be permitted to set standards 
These are not easy to define. For 
instance, it would be inconceivable to 
require, in a public school, a uniform. 
On the other hand, the Supreme Court 
does authorize, if only by its silence on 
the matter, a school to require its 
students to cover their nakedness. I.e. a 
student may not be told what he must 
wear, but he may be told that he must 
wear something, which is okay by the 
Constitution of the United States. What 
about the teachers? 
The 
question 
arises 
in 
a 
most 
interesting 
case 
in 
Apple 
Valley, 
California. There a teacher of physical 
education, a young man in his early 
thirties, was threatened with expulsion. 
He instantly appealed, and now a three- 
member panel of the State Office of 
Administrative Procedures has ruled 
that the plaintiff was within his rights, 
though perhaps he had “made a mistake 
in judgment.’’ The mistake in judgment, 


if such it was, was to have posed nude 
for Playgirl Magazine 
What I like best about the episode was 
the remark of Mr. Zivkovich when he 
was given the favorable verdict of the 
State 
Office 
of 
A dm inistrative 
Procedures. What he said triumphantly 
was: “ We feel this is definitely a victory 
for the teaching profession. It shows 
that teachers do have some right to a 
private life.” 
It is a very odd definition of privacy. 
To expose one’s private parts to the 
public, one would think, is to move in the 
other direction of privacy. The Supreme 
Court held, a few years ago, that no one 
had the right to enter a man's personal 
library and arrest him for reading 
pornography there. The argument that 
reading pornography in one’s study is a 
private act has a certain intellectual 
coherence. 
The 
argum ent 
that 
appearing nude in a magazine of a 
circulation of a million or so is an 
extension of one’s private life takes 
liberties with the use of “private” which 
even physical education teachers ought 
to 
recognize; 
though 
who 
knows, 
perhaps Mr. Zivkovich has a good civil 
suit against the English teachers who 
taught him the meaning of the word 
private. 
All these little encroachments — 
because that is what they are — 


continue to underline the disadvantages 
of the public school Years ago it was 
accepted as a commonplace — by, for 
instance, 
the 
National 
Education 
Association — that a federal role in the 
public 
schools 
would 
bring 
— 
interference. It is very difficult to 
catalogue the workaday interferences, 
trivial and substantive, that camp- 
followed the various bills of the 1960 s. 
As much money must be spent on girls' 
sports 
as on 
men’s, 
some 
HEW 
bureaucrat recently ruled in a case 
involving Arizona The hiring and firing 
business we all know about. The busing. 
The length of the students’ hair. The 
absolute right of a teacher, on the side, 
to make a few dollars as a sex- 
exhibitionist 
The perfect public school is one in 
which the people who run it have 
identical 
rights 
as 
private 
school 
administrators. But this means there 
must be lots of alternatives — so that all 
parents have the same rights enjoyed by 
those affluent enough to send their 
children to a private school. And the 
only way that will ever happen is by 
adoption of a voucher system 
Who 
knows, Mr. Zivkovich may have made 
his modest, private contribution to a 
growing interest in that elegant solution 
to a school system run by judicial 
ideologues and federal bureaucrats.

But anyone who is interested in the 
plan would easily be scared away by this 
paragraph in Pahos’ memo: 
“After that brief introduction, we 
come to one of the most important 
chapters 
in 
the 
book; 
‘Recreation 
Analysis, Chapter 3,’ beginning on Page 
25. All of Chapter 3 takes the reader 
through an ordered and sequential 
procedure for planning of the Santa 
Barbara County Recreation System. 
Pages 25 and 26 of the Element describe 
all of Chapter 3 for you. A graphic 
symbol has been designed which is on 
Page 25 in order to provide you with a 
visual 
description 
of 
the 
planning 
process from citizen’s policy statements 
to an adopted program Each of the 
paragraphs from A to E on Page 25 and 
26 describe the material that will be 
found in that sub-section of Chapter 3. 
On Page 27 and 28 under the heading 
Recreation Evaluation Process’ is a 
large scale graphic symbol of the 
process showing on which pages of 
Chapter 3 each part of the process is 
addressed. In addition, each sub-chapter 
is cross referenced to the evaluation 
process chart on Page 27 and 28.

Chase by creditors 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Although 
lately politicians have been forced to 
join 
the 
public 
debate concerning 
campaign funding reform, few have 
orated one twit about a secondary 
aspect of the same scandal: campaign 
debt. Small wonder; their reluctance. 
The history of campaign debt is that the 
less said about it, the better. If one waits 
it out in silence, very often the creditors 
give up and go away. 
So little is heard about the subject 
officially that its 
magnitude can only be 
guessed 
Records of 
campaign 
financing 
are kept now by the 
Office 
of 
Federal 
Elections; 
but they 
are 
incomplete 
at 
best, 
h o p elessly 
tangled at worst. And 
prior to OFE (it was 
established in 1972) 
statistics, presumably 
including debts, were kept by the clerk 
of the House of Representatives and for 
some reason, it takes a subpoena to gain 
access to those logs today. 
But even a small peek at the debt 
notes that are available is an indication 
of a large political shame. Hubert 
Humphrey’s 1968 presidential campaign 
still owes hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to American Airlines. Terry 
Sanford, the widely unknown North 
Carolina in-and-out candidate, still owes 
$400,000 to individuals and firms for 
1972. And this is just a small peek. Says 
a former campaigner for Edmund 
Muskie, himself a forgotten creditor: 
“ I’ll bet a donut that everybody who ran 
for president in 1972 still has at least a 
few people begging for back money. 
Some have whole armies of creditors. 
I'd say $3 to $4 million easily is still 
owed, of which most will never be 
paid ” 


presidential groups, the Committee for 
the Nomination of HH, Inc , has filed a 
report with the OFE stating $903,968.40 
in debts and $63.23 on hand. Besides this, 
the Minnesota senator has numerous 
smaller committees throughout the 
nation continuing to report other debts. 
One of the smaller debts is the Detroit 
Committee for Humphrey which reports 
no assets, no hope for further incoming 
funds and $23,000 owed to 17 Michigan 
creditors. 


Though alarming, the $3 to $4 million 
estimate may be conservative. 
Just 
one 
of 
Humphrey’s 
1972 


In 
many 
cases, 
of 
course, 
the 
campaign 
money 
owed 
is 
never 
expected to be collected. Humphrey still 
owes $175,000 to Cleveland executive 
Joseph Cole, and some $500,000 to other 
fat cats who lent the cash out of political 
sympathy. But the $23,000 owed in 
Detroit is almost entirely little people’s 
loot, everything from $12.48 to a postal 
machine firm to $3,192 to the Goodwill 
Printing Co. 
Usually, no doubt, the commercial 
creditors fight as long as prudently 
possible for their money. Dan Stanley of 
Chicago’s Progress Printing Co., says 
he still intends to get an ancient $2,000 
debt out of Humphrey because “They 
don’t stick me, buddy.” As a practical 
matter, though, the older a campaign 
debt becomes the less likely its eventual 
collection. “ What you do is hope,” says 
a representative for Detroit’s Goodwill 
Printing, “but we don’t want to push it 
much because we don’t want any 
adverse 
reflection. 
We 
don’t 
call 
anybody any names.” 
If 
the 
Goodwill 
opinion 
sounds 
something like fear, it is not unusual 
among 
campaign 
creditors. 
John 
Johnson, an officer of the American 
Collectors 
Assn., 
and 
himself 
an 
unsuccessful 
candidate 
for 
the 
Minnesota governorship, says that many 
campaign debt holders are reluctant to 
press hard for collection for worry that 
“a debtor will take office and then ram 
through some bill to hurt the creditor. It 
sounds terrible but it could happen. 
Political revenge is common. ” 


Faced with these difficulties and 
knowing there will not be debt laws 
written for their protection soon, not so 
long as debtors write the laws anyway, 
campaign suppliers would do well to 
strengthen 
their position where it 
counts, out front. Sheraton Hotels now 
have a policy of collecting campaign 
bills in advance of services. Short of this 
precaution, there is only one way to 
insure 
satisfaction 
from 
political 
deadbeats. We don’t condone it, but 
Chicago’s Dan Stanley says he’d write 
off that debt if he could punch Hubert 
Humphrey in the nose.

Famed Rock Island in bankruptcy 


CHICAGO 
(UPI > - "The 
Rock Island Lines is mighty 
fine line ..." the old folk song 
asserts. 
But the song became outdat­ 
ed late Monday The 123-year- 
old railroad —the first to span 
the Mississppi River —filed 
bankruptcy and announced it 
would shut down all traffic 
effective March 31. 
The 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission was to meet today 
in Washington with representa­ 
tives of 15 railroads to divvy up 
Rock Island services and keep 
essential services in operation 
In 
two 
weeks, 
when 
the 
embargo on Rock Island freight 
traffic begins, the Rock Island 
will cease operations as a 
m ajor 
railroad, 
railroad 
sources said 
Rock Island President John 
Ingram said the ICC will have 
those 
two 
weeks 
to 
use 
emergency powers to order 


other railroads to temporarily 
take over Rock Island opera­ 
tions and said the railroad 
would urge the commission to 
make use of the 10,500 Rock 
Island employes. 
Last 
month, 
Ingram said 
bankruptcy would lighten the 
railroad’s financial burden by 
only $2 million —enough to 
meet a two-week payroll 
"This is certainly a sad day 
for the Rock Island and it is a 
sad day for me," said Ingram, 
who took over the helm of the 
troubled 
railroad 
only 
four 
months ago. 
The Rock Island, properly 
called the Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific Railroad, serves 13 
states in the South and the 
Midwest. 
The 
bankruptcy 
petition, 
unanimously approved by the 
line’s board of directors Mon­ 
day, was filed shortly before

deadline.

District Court Judge Frank A 
McGarr then signed an order 
approving the Rock Island's 
petition for financial reorgani­ 
zation under Section 77 of the 
federal Bankruptcy Act 
The bankruptcy came as a 
blow to railroad employes and

sprang up along its 7,500 miles 
of track.

Scientist theorizes 
on moon's creation 


HOUSTON (UPI) - Melted 
particles in the Earth’s crust 
were thrown off 4.5 billion 
years ago when the planet was 
rotating five times faster than 
it is today, and that's how the 
moon was created, according 
to an Australian scientist. 
A.E. Ringwood of the Aus­ 
tralian 
National 
University 
said during the 100 years just 
before the Earth’s outer layer 
solidified, it became intensely 
hot from the iron core and 
condensed different elements. 
The particles were hurled 
2,000 miles away and joined 
with dust and meteorites in 
orbit to form the moon, he said 
He said the surface of the 
Earth heated to 2,000 degrees 
Centigrade, or more than 3.600 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
"That 
was 
sufficient 
to 
condense about 2 to 3 per cent 
of the surface," Ringwood said 
"We 
know 
the 
Earth 
was 
rotating much faster then and I 
believe 
it 
was 
making 
a 
rotation every five hours 
"At that terrific speed, this 
material was thrown off the 
surface and away from Earth 
and then recondensed.” 
Ringwood told the opening 
session of the sixth annual 
Lunar Science Conference at 
the 
Johnson 
Space 
Center 
Monday his theory best ex­ 
plains why the moon and Earth 
have 
different 
chemical 


composition. He said the moon 
lacks iron because the iron on 
Earth 
was 
far 
below 
the 
surface, and volatile elements 
such 
as 
potassium 
were 
destroyed 
and 
did 
not 
recondense. 
One old theory on the origin 
of the moon was that it came 
from elsewhere in the solar 
system and was captured by 
Earth’s gravity. 
"That’s highly 
improbable 
and 
pretty 
well 
discarded 
now." Ringwood said m an 
interview "It would be awfully 
difficult 
for 
the 
Earth 
to 
capture something that big 
coming from somewhere else 
That means the moon had to 
form somewhere nearby and 
probably 
from 
the 
Earth 
itself.” 
Another prevalent theory is 
the Earth broke into two pieces 
and the moon, which is one 
fourth the diameter of Earth, 
was the smaller piece Ring­ 
wood said he could find nothing 
that would cause the Earth to 
break into only two big pieces 
Another scientist at the lunar 
conference told the group he 
believed the moon and Earth 
formed at the same time from 
similar 
material. 
Ringwood 
said if that were so, the moon, 
as the Earth does, would have 
iron, lead and potassium. 
He said it took less than 100 
years for the moon to form

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Lawyers operate 
school for new 
trial lawyers 


SAN DIEGO <UPI> - Be 
cause new attorneys are often 
legal 
bunglers, 
eiperienced 
trial lawyers have established 
an “ Inn of Court” to help them 
become effective advocates 
The San Diego Inn of Court is 
a college of advocacy with a 
faculty of 26 trial lawyers, four 
judges and one physician as a 
creation of the county bar 
association It taught its first 
class of 100 lawyers last fall 
The inn's goal is to teach 
' the rudiments, the grammar, 
the abc’s of trial 
work,” 
according to Superior Court 
Judge Louis M Welsh, a key 
organizer and coordinator. 
In his view, clumsiness, 
oversights and wheel-spinning 
by green lawyers in court 
promote injustice, run up client 
costs and complicate the legal 
process. 
“The basic problem is lack of 
adequately trained advocates 
and judges.” he said in an 
interview 
Law schools, staffed by a 
“ cadre of scholars who never 
practiced law,” give students 
outstanding book learning but 
no practical training, the judge 
said 
"Law students work their 
pants off for three years or 
four, and they have a rigorous 
intellectual 
challenge,” 
he 
said 
“ Then they suffer the 
pains of preparing for and 
passing the bar exam. They 
finally get that ticket, and they 
don’t know what to do. ” 
The 
historical 
cure, 
not 
available to many beginning 
lawyers now, was to enter an 
established law office and learn 
first by observation and later 
by doing. 
“Today’s economy requires 
the young persons to earn some 
kind of a living.” Judge Welsh 
said “ Frequently they don’t 
get jobs. They open their own 
offices and get assignments to 
represent 
indigent 
defendants.” 
“ Those who have a natural 
talent and are very observant 
w ill 
learn 
from 
their 
mistakes," he continued. “ But 
there are many people who just 
keep repeating their mistakes. 
We’re trying to help these 
people to improve their ability 
to represent their clients.” 
The Inn of Court program is 
opened to attorneys who had 
practiced for one year or more 
on the theorv that those with no 


courtroom experience would 
have too little to which they 
could relate. Attendance is 
limited to 100, 
Classes, 
built 
around 
lectures, demonstrations and 
panel discussions, were con­ 
ducted Tuesday and Thursday 
nights. Workshops followed on 
Saturday mornings. 
Areas of courtroom perfor­ 
mance 
get 
most 
of 
the 
attention. The students learn 
how 
to 
question 
potential 
jurors, make sound opening 
statements, examine witnesses 
and handle closing arguments 
They perform in the morning 
workshops, basing their prac­ 
tice 
work 
on 
actual, 
but 
previously closed, cases After­ 
ward they hear critiques from 
the experienced lawyers. 
There are annual seminars 
and institutes that draw stu­ 
dents from across the nation, 
and there are “ road shows” 
such as those put on by the 
Practicing Law Institute and 
the American Trial Lawyers 
Association, but they are often 
outside the reach of young 
lawyers. 
“the Inn of Court, because 
it’s bar-sponsored, 
is very 
inexpensive,” the judge said. 
“ It's $100. which for six weeks 
and all the hours involved is 
practically nothing.” 
The Inn of Court concept 
developed in England, where 
standards for courtroom attor­ 
neys —barristers —are higher 
than in the United States. 
Students desiring to become 
barristers spend an extra two 
years in apprentice training 
under a senior barrister. 
At the inn, the student also is 
exposed 
to 
the 
“ gathering 
place” atmosphere in which 
judges, prosecutors, defense 
attorneys, 
personal 
injury 
counsel 
and 
others 
meet 
without “ m’lord” overtones 
Judge Welsh said one of the 
Inn of Court students already 
had tried a case in his court. 
He declined to call one man’s 
progress proof of the course but 
he conceded, “ It is a fact that 
chronologically 
he 
was 
a 
stumblebum before and he was 
quite smooth afterward.” 


Graduates of the course, he 
said, “ may never be a Clarence 
Darrow or a Louis Nizer, but 
they’ll try a damn good lawsuit. 
Whereas if they don’t have the 
training, they won’t.” 
No more parachutes 
seen for landings 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(UP11 —The United States will 
abandon its long-time practice 
of 
parachuting 
returning 
manned spaceships into oceans 
after three astronauts return in 
an Apollo from July’s joint 
Soviet-American spaceflight 
The next spacemen will glide 
to a landing on a runway 15,000 
feet long and as wide as a 
football field is long 
That landing strip, one of the 
longest and probably the widest 
in the world, is being carved 
out of a 1,350 acre stretch of 
sandy lowland a mile and a half 
northeast of the 52-story tall 
hangar now housing the Saturn 
rocket that will send Thomas 
P. Stafford, Vance D. Brand 
and Donald K Slayton to a 
rendezvous in orbit with two 
Russians. 


When completed next year, 
the giant runway will have used 
enough concrete to pave a two- 
lane highway 73 miles. Earth 
movers already have spread 
2,175,000 cubic yards of fill onto 
the runway base to raise it nine 
feet above sea level 


The $218 million landing 
strip will be used by the space 
shuttle rocket plane now being 
built as the heart of the 
National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space Administration’s space 
program of the 1980s. 


The shuttle, a delta-winged 
craft about the size of a DC9 
jetliner, will take off vertically 
like the rockets of today from 
one of 
the mobile launch 
platforms that sent men to the 
moon 
But that’s where the 
similarity ends. 


The space shuttle will serve 
as a orbital transport for 
satellites, an orbital laboratory 
for 
scientists, 
an 
in-orbit 
satellite maintenance station 
and a truck to bring satellites

back to Earth for repairs or 
improvements. It will carry 
anywhere from three to seven 
persons and will be able to stay 
up for as long as 30 days 


When it is tune to return to 
Earth, the shuttle will fire 
braking rockets, re-enter the 
atmosphere and glide to a 
landing at the runway at the 
Cape or at Edwards Air Force 
Base, Calif. For landings there, 
the shuttle would be ferried 
piggyback style to the Cape on 
the back of a 747 jumbojet. 


Once back at the Cape, the 
shuttle will be towed to the 
Apollo 
assembly 
building, 
refurbished and readied for 
flight again, thus eliminating 
the need for new rockets and 
spacecraft for every mission.

YOSEMITE 
NATIONAL 
PARK, Calif (U PI) - This 
year 
when 
rangers 
warn 
“ Don’t feed the hears,” they 
mean it. 
If campers don’t comply, the 
National Park Service warns, 
they could face fines —and up 
to six months in jail. 
A new set of regulations to 
take effect in the next few 
weeks at Yosemite National 
Park is designed to wean the 
bears away from the feasts 
they have enjoyed at campers’ 
expense in years past and 
eliminate the danger of park 
visitors’ being mauled by the 
animals. 
“The whole idea of the new 
regulations is to totally unhitch 
bears from human supplied 
food and return them to their 
natural life,” said Dick Riegel- 
huth, 
chief 
of 
the 
park’s 
Division of Resource Manage­ 
ment. 
“ If we can do that, they will 
not be a real threat to humans 
because they are nocturnal and 
very 
seldom 
are 
seen by 
humans in the wild.” 
The 250 to 350 California 
black bears in the park, which 
grow to 600 pounds, 
have 
become adept at filching their 
meals while campers sleep 
nearby. But not always without 
incident —last year there were 
28 bear-caused injuries to park 
visitors, and about $80,000 of 
property damage to camping 
equipment and cars. 
"If a camper awakens and 
sits up it might startle the 
bear,” he said. "The animal 
might bite the camper on the 
head or foot or take a swipe at 
him with his paw, but it is very 
rare that the bear will continue 
the attack. After the first bite 
or hit the bear usually goes on 
about his business.” 
Park rangers are now "bear- 
proofing” 
garbage 
bins 
in 
camping areas, and come the 
camping season, all campers 
and picnickers will be required 
to keep their food where bears 
can’t get to it —either in their 
cars or tied to a tree branch. 
“ We don’t want 
it just 
hanging 
from 
the 
lowest 
branch,” Riegelhuth said. “ We 
are going to require that it be 
hung as high in the tree as 
possible and as close to the end 
of a branch as possible to keep 
the bears from getting to it.” 
He said some of the more 
popular camp and picnic areas 
will 
have 
cables 
strung 
between trees on which food 
can be hung.

Boom 
industry 
hatched? 


DUBLIN, Calif 
(UPI) - 
David T. Smith, 34, has hatched 
what he predicts will be a boom 
industry of the later 1970s — 
home service warranties. 
“ It’s the first new idea in 
selling 
real 
estate 
in 
100 
years.” he says. “There has 
been nothing else new except 
for commissions going up and 
down ” 
Smith’s idea is to provide 
warranties for all the applian­ 
ces, the electrical system, the 
plumbing and the heating in 
used homes offered for sale. 
The seller pays $195, and the 
buyer 
is 
assured 
that 
if 
anything goes wrong in the first 
year, the warranty guarantees 
full repairs, including replace­ 
ment of parts. 
The buyer pays a $15 fee per 
call, just enough to discourage 
nuisance calls from people who 
complain about the heat before 
checking the thermostat. The 
buyer need not worry about a 
big, unexpected bill jeopardiz­ 
ing 
his 
monthly 
mortgage 
payment. 
For the seller the object is to 
help 
unload 
his 
property. 
Prospective customers see so 
many 
“ one-year 
warranty” 
stickers on appliances they 
almost think they are inspect­ 
ing a new home. 
Valley Realty, a firm operat­ 
ing in three San Francisco area 
counties, has boosted its sales 
20 per cent by using Smith’s 
warranties. A telephone poll of 
250 of Valley’s buyers found 52 
per cent believed the warran­ 
ties were a direct influence on 
their purchase. 
Since 
Smith 
warranties 
homes on a mass basis, he can 
contract with service firms at 
low rates to guarantee quick 
repairs 
Often his firm is forced to 
replace big ticket items such as 
the water heater or furnace, 
but other homes need no work. 
Smith says the $195 price 
averages out to leave a 10 per 
cent net profit. 
In many fields Smith says the 
trend is toward warranties. In 
real estate he thinks in a few 
years most resale homes will 
be warranted, and eventually 
these guarantees will be as 
common as title insurance. 
Smith does not fear competi­ 
tion In any large market more 
than one warranty firm would 
be 
needed, 
he 
says, 
and 
industry growth would reduce 
an 
advertising 
outlay 
now 
needed to acquaint the public 
with the concept. 
Smith, 
once head of an 
educational 
aids 
company, 
started his new firm, American 
Home Shield, in 1971 in New 
Jersey. Growth was slow in the 
beginning, 
but 
now 
he 
is 
expanding 
rapidly 
in 
California, 
Arizona 
and 
Florida. In each new market 
his firm makes an exclusive 
deal with a major real estate 
firm.

Community gets gold train 


ATHERTON, Calif (U P D - 
What could be more fitting for 
this wealthy community than a 
gold train? 
So Atherton has one —minus 
its former gold cargo —on the 
wooded property of Walton 
Wickett, a physics professor at 
nearby Menlo College. 
Wickett, 60, who “ likes to 
ride on trains,” has built a 
track 550 feet long which winds 
through the trees on the two- 
acre lot where he lives. As his 
neighbors sit by their swim­ 
ming pools, they wave to 
Wickett chugging past on his 
small air-driven locomotive. 
As a youth, Wickett worked 
as a track cleaner at a mine 
where he vowed to operate his 
own engine someday. He got 
the chance when the Homes- 
take Mine in South Dakota 
retired two air-motor locomoti­ 
ves, along with a set of six ore 
hauling cars altered to seat 24 
passengers. Wickett bought the 
engines and cars and had them 
transported —by rail —to his 
home. 
He 
was assisted 
in 
the 
backbreaking job of laying the 
narrow 18-inch gauge track 
Menlo students. They bent steel 
rails into curves and sawed by 
hand to make the narrow ties 
out of standard widths. 
Wickett notes that the air- 
propelled engine is pollution- 
free. 
“ There’s no smoke,” he says. 
A large air compressor pro­ 
vides the “ fuel.” 
“ I bring my students out here 
for two reasons,” Wickett says. 
“ The air motor provides my 
physics students with a demon­ 
stration of the second law of 
thermodynamics — illustrating 
that a heat engine need not 
operate 
at 
elevated 
tem- 


peratures, 
though 
the 
efficiency is poor -and my 
surveying students come out, 
with 
tran sits, 
to 
do 
topographical studies.’’ 


The locomotives have “ mag­ 
nificent 
whistles,” 
Wickett 


says, but he blows them only on 
special occasions 
“ I blew the whistle at noon 
last 
Fourth 
of 
July, 
and 
children 
came 
from 
everywhere 
for 
rides.”

recalls. “ It was like the Pied 
Piper.”

BATALLON de San PATRICIO, abandonaron las armas invasoras 
para unirse a los defensores de la patria mexicana, al mismo 
tiempo que se sumaron a la religión católica de la nación azteca. 
En Padiema y (Thurubusco, los componentes del Batallón de San 
Patricio habían sido hechos prisioneros por los norteamericanos 
y mas tarde, o sea el dia 8 de septiembre fueron conduckkis a San 
Angel, juzgados y sentenciados a muerte (todo por haberse unido 
a la defensa de mexico en contra de los norteamericanos). 
Según los historiadores, solamente nueve de los prisioneros 
lograron llegar hasta la ultima pena, pues los demas, un poco 
menos afortunados, tuvieron que pasar por penas aun mas crueles 
que la misma Pena Capital, tales como: cincuenta azotes en sus 
espaldas demudas; una marca de hierro candente en el rostro, 
trabajos forzados llevando amarrado un yugo en el cuello, y 
muchos otros tormentos de los que no pudieron salir con vida. 
Dice un historiador: "Desde Matamoros o Monterrey, el 
Batallón ^ San Patricio ya había sido estimado como miembro de 
nuestro ejercito mexicano." 
El jefe del Batallón de San Patricio era el capitán John 
O’Reilly, quien anteriormente habia salvado la vida cuando el 
comando norteamericano le habia hecho cargos de desertor, y 
como en la acción del Molino del Rey habia caído el capitán 
norteamericano Scott, dicha muerte habia de vengarla el soldólo 
irlandés que componía el Batallón de San Patricio. Los irlandeses, 
por su parte, no hicieron resistencia alguna. Sabían que iban a 
morir por haber defendido la justicia que mucha falta hacia en un 
país joven y débil como lo era mexico. También el imperativo 
espiritual de su religión los mantuvo como verdaderos héroes de 
una patria que no era la de ellos. 
En fin, el coronel norteamericano Harney, con verdadero 
sadismo ordeno que la ejecución no se REALIZARA hasta que en 
lo alto d«l Castillo de Chapultepec se viera ondear el pabellón de 
las barras y estrellas; con el fin, tal vez, de que los sentenciados 
vieran por ultimo el triumfo del norteamericano en mexico. Los 
mártires del Batallón de San Patricio, fueron colocados en 
carretas con una soga al cuello que colgaba de un AHUEHUETE 
(árbol), donde se les mantuvo durante toras, y en el transcurso de 
la cuales podian observar las masacres cometidas con el Batallón 
de San Blas y los alumnos del glorioso Ckilegio Militar. 
Durante la tarde del dia 13 de septiembre de 1847, se cumplió la 
siniestra intención del norteamericano Hamey. Al ser izada la 
bandera norteamericana en Chapultepec Harney dio la orden de 
que hicieran a las asemilas (muías) jalar las carretas, para que 
los abnegados heroes extranjeros campanearan trágicamente en 
el vacio, como pago al pecado que habian cometido al unirse a un 
pueblos cuya libertad era pisoteada y escarnecida. 
Los componentes del Batallón de San Patricio vinieron a 
America en 1846 y se habian radicado en Texas. El motivo del 
abandono de su patria fue la sed de libertad. Ellos comprendieron 
que dentro de las armas norteam^''icanas no podian ser libres, 
porque no habia libertad, por ello decidieron pasarse a la causa de 
mexico, quien luchaba por una libertad integra. 
El sacrificio de los mártires del Batallón de San Patricio, no fue 
en vano. Su sangre y vida derramadas, ha sido como una semilla 
de libertad que cada dia crece mas en la nación que un dia fue 
objeto de codicia por otras naciones. 
Mucha razón hay para que el pueblo mexicam) recuerde siempre 
el Trágico 13 de septiembre de 1847, dia en que un grupo de 
mártires irlandeses ofrendaron sus vidas por la libertad de una 
nación débil, como lo era mexico en aquellos tiempos.
